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A FPAR-BEACHING DECISION
The deeciglon of the United States
supreme court In the employer's Ha-
bility cases ix one of the most Import-
ant and far-reaching handed down by
that tribunal In recont years. ‘The ul-
timatum of the court Is that In this
legislation congress exceeded the aa
thority vested In It by the constitu-
tlon.

On one point the court seems Lo have
been much divided, namély, whether
the act would hold as to employes ac-
tually engaged In interstate commeros,
even though It could not be made (o
apply to other employes engaged . in
| work entirely disconnected from in-
terstate commerce, Flve of the nine
Judges, however, have agreed that the
act must be regurded as & whole and
that it 1s vold In its entirety because
its maln purpose goes outside of the
gongtitutional powers of congress. Only
one judge out of the nlne has gone on
record squarely In favor of upholding
the law In ita fullest scope und of
recoguizing authority In congress lo
legislate generally for the regulation of
interstate commerce carriers in all
thelr varied relations to the publie and
to thelr employes,

The position taken by the supreme
court adverse to the semployer's Il-
| abllity act tends to check all proposals
for congresslonal legislution under the
Interstate commerce clause designed to
puperseda state control of raliroad op-
erntions within state boundaries. What
gave these cases unusual significance

eranl control over all aspects of trang-
portation that would follow judiclal
recognition of the authority claimed by
CONEress.

Many rallroad offlcers and some
hjgh standing attorneys professed to
see an opportunity to read into the in-
terstate commerce clavse of the con-
stitution suffclent power to give the
federal government exclusive jurisdie-
tion over all common carriers. From
this hope for a measure of relief from
divergent legislation of forty-six states
through refuge In congress they are
now cut off.

1t should, of course, be remembered
that the point at issue In the em-
ployer's liability cases does not neces-
sarily go beyond the relations of the
rallroads to thelr employes, and it is
posglble, notwithatanding this decision,
that nuthority may be found in this and
other sectlons of the constitution to
widen greatly the seope of congres-
slonal authority over interstate trans-
portation companies, as compared with
what has already been done by con-
gress in this directlon. But {t {s more
lkely that for the present, at least, the
rallroad problem will have to be
treated co-ordinately by both federal
and state lnw-makers and uniformity
of regulations secured. so far as Is
deslred, by co-operation rather than by
substitution of congressional for state
legislation,

RECIPROCITY WITH FRANCE.

Standpatters who have been volelng
their indignation over the action of the
president and the State department in
negotinting a new trade troaty with
Germany will find source of a new
grievance {n the announcement just
| made of the coneclusion of a practionl
commercial agreement between France
und the Unlted States. The matter has
been pending for some months and the
completion of the proposed agreement
is accepted in business circles as a
guaranty of largely {Increased trade
with France.

By the terms of the compact, the
United States Is to make a reduction of
20 per cent of the duty on French
champagnes and certain other wine
products and France to apply its mini-
mum tarlff rate to Porte Rico coffee
and to remove some objectlonable re-
strictions heretofore Imposed agalnst
American meats. The French govern-
ment {8 also to place {ts minfmum tariff
on American cottonseed oil and its
products. It Is estimated that as a re-
sult of these concessions the export of
American products to France will be
Increased by many milllons annually,
enlarging the field that has already
been opened by the terms of recent
tariff agreement with Germany,

A fight will doubtless be made
against the measure, but as the agree-
ment was negotiated by the president
under authority of the Dingley act, It
is doubiful that any opposition can stop
it at this stage

GOLD OUTPUT AND
FINANCE,

Wisconsin democrats will meet in
gtate convention at Mllwankee on Feb-
ruary 13, The convention is called to
select candidates for delegates-at-large
to go before the primaries (n  the
spring, while the delegates from the
various congressional districts selected
at district caucuses will be submitted
to the state convention for approval.
In a word, the convention held two
months In advance of the regular pri-
mary will put up a ticket, Including
candlidates for both the state-at-large
and each congressional distriet, and
label It as the only regular authorita-
tive democratic aggregation.
